At II o'clock on Sunday morning the 
visiting Masons anil t he brethren of the 
r.ity lodges assembled at Masonic Hall, 
and proceeded in processional order to 
St. John's Church, whore a special ger- 
vice having particular: reference to the 
principles and objects of Masonry was 
le Grand Chaplain, Rt. 'Rev. 
Sillitoe, of New Westminster, 
assisted by Hoc. P. Jenns, rector of tho 
church, officiating. 

The Reverend Bishop occupied the 
pulpit and chose for Uie text of his re- 
marks the 7th verso of the 1 ltli chapter 
St. Matthew's gospel -"What went ye 
out into the wilderness to seer— a 
j reedahakeii with the wind?" 
j It seems straj'tge, my brethren, ho 
! .sLiid, that there should be any possibility 
I of reprouch against Free Masonry, or 
| that it should be regarjled by anyone as 
. n society that slioithi not omhraoe good 
Christian people. Wo oluini as mtr 
I patron .saint the one foremost anil first 
! in the ranks of Christ's followers. Here 
aro we this morning in the Providence 
I of God ljrought together and on tiiis 
feast-day of tho Holy Baptist, ought 
I we not to make an attempt to Pol- 
: low tin; example sot by hiniamlto study 
I the character of the Holy Baptist us set 
forth in the word of God? In 
the words of the text. Our Lord makes 
one ut those curious remarks that he 
sometimes took pleasure in making. 
The Holy Baptist wag nowavering reed. 
He wan told to go to Herod's court ; 
strong to condemn the wickedness of 
! the people. He dai'od to speak to the 
Rinnan soldiers, and to rebuke the self- 
righteous Pharisees, This, this was the 
reed— imo whose whole life was given up 
to the defence of Truth; his life, a noble 
and manly vindication of right and 
truth, and whose chief characteristic 
was moral courage fortified by a blame- 
less life. With such a character us his 
before ps, how can we find a better to 
set up as a standard, for us to imitate 
as closely as we may. Lot us draw 
near together and stimulate one another 
to like endeavors. Lot us have our high 
staudard always before us, following 
the pattern set us as closely as we may. 
Always striving to lift up ourselves and 
one another from the lower level to the 
higher, 

"Lives of u;reat men all remind us, 

" o can our lives sublime, 
And, depart Ing, leave behind us 

r ootprlnta on the sands of time." 
What ho was, the holy Baptist, we 
each one may hope to become. This is 
no figment, but u substantial truth. 
The lives of God's saints have been set 
before us in his Word for our imitation. 
\\ u have not only their virtues, that we 
might be discouraged, but we have also 
their faults, thut we may he encour- 
aged, and that we may know that they 
were men also, with like passions as we, 
and that vvo may hope by the same 
grace to attain us high a measure of 
sanctity us they. What the holy Bap- 
tist was, what any of Uiid'g'sainta wore, 
we may become by the power of God 
ami by the power of the human will, 
rightly directed. Cod will not extend 
his power to help "a reed"- -that is, 
willing to let itself bo broken by the 
wind. On the other side, by the exer- 
cise of the human will, ono cannot rise 
without Cod helping him. When I 
speak of the power of the human will 
for good I say the power of t lie human 
will, rightly directed. 

It is possible to exercise the human 
will contrary to the will of ( lod in the 
prosecution of our own onds and pur- 
poses. We must I rust in the power of 
( !od, for if wo trust in ourselves wo can- 
not be good Christians, good Masons, or 
good imitators of the Holy Baptist, It 
must he the human will rightly directed, 
and exercised in harmony with the will 
of our Heavenly Father. 

But the question is asked, "How can 
we he sure of the help of God ?" Breth- 
ren, ymi know how impossible it must 
be for it man to ho a true Musun and be 
other than true to our Father in Heaven. 
Only by His blessing can we hope to be- 
come good Christians or good Masons. 
Do we not acknowledge the sovereignty 
ol Almighty God. and must we not then 
acknowledge thut everything is subject 
to His will? In the death of Jesus 
Christ has He not given sufficient evi- 
dence of His loving kindness? How, 
therefore, can we think that God's help 
could ever be absent from the anxious 
spirit? Impossible. So, then, one 
point, at all events is established ; 
namely, that no soul is hindered from 
rising for want of the help of God. But 
then comes tho other point— our own 
will must go with God's will. So we 



see in all God's dealings with people, 
the union of Heaven and earth — God's 
help from above, man's endeavor from 
below. 

It is not t ho duty of every Christian 
soul to go forth preaching the word us 
he did. All must preach, but not all 
with tho lips but by a consistent life. 
That is the eloquence that will win 
every human soul. We might close 
every church in Christendom if we could 
persuade every Christian man and wo- 
man for ono day to lead a consistent 
Christian life. It is the duty of every 
Christian, and every Mason, to lot their 
light so singly shine, that others may 
see their good works and glorify the 
Father that is in Heaveh. We must let 
our own light shine, not by 
any conscious influence, but as 
it were, unknown to ourselves 
or to others. Christian character is 
manifested in looks and acts. So we 
seem to speak to the people of .leans 
without n word. Every Christian man 
or Mason should so go forth. Going 
forth boldly with the banner of Christ, 
we should not be ashamed of his cross; 
we should not be ashamed to be called 
his followers - humbly anxious, not to 
draw attention to ourselves, but glory- 
ing in drawing the world to our Master. 
"Mine is the low place -J must him 
preach," were the words of the Baptist. 
So should we take the lower place, anx- 
ious only to lift the world up to Him, 
and lift up Him, our Master, to the 
world. 

The life of the consistent Christian 
and Mason must, like the life of Jesus, 
be one of self-saeritice, exercising our 
own wills only so far as to do some 
good to others, and recognizing that the 
w ill is of Divine origin, and must be ex- 
ercised only for the Master's glory. We 
must, light for everything good and 
noble, not in despair, but in certainty of 
victory. 

Aud do we want examples'.' The 
holy Baptist was one example. Nor 
wore the holy men of old our only ex- 
amples. Take the lives of Stephenson, 
Gordon, Fdison, Pasteur, and, more

Has Another Narrow Escape 
from Total Destruction. 



The Remains of the City Nearly 
Wiped Out by Five. 



The liitiabltants Believing their Town 
[loomed Prepared to Klea to the 
Hills— Thirty Houses Burned. 



Johnstown, June '24. - -It was only 
due to the direction of the wind, that 
the remains of Johnstown wore not ut- 
terly destroyed by lire this afternoon. 
The blaze began at 1 o'clock within the 
tirsl ward school house, which stood on 
the bunk of Stoney Creek, That build- 
ing stood on the upper side of the dis- 
mal waste which the torrent of water 
swept clear across the town. ( 'lose by 
the school building, all jumbled toget- 
her, were about thirty buildings, some 
of them in ttood state of preservation, 
and inhabited. Next to these houses 
was a street, the only one not yot clear- 
ed of debris, and on tho opposite side 
was a wide stretch of ground tightly 
packed with frame buildings in all man- 
ner of decrepit attitudes, still further 
above were some of the best preserved

buildings in the city. li 
carried the flames on tb 
rection, the tire would have "destroyed 
what the Hood hail left.

The 
leveling of the bonfires with earth and 
the veering of the winds that sent the 
burning embers into Stoney Creek 
ended the danger in this direction. On 
the other side the tire met no opposition 
until it had reached the ruins of the 
packed streets.

THE SUICIDE, 



The suicide which we record to-day 
was from every point of view 11 very 
sud event. The unfortunate girl in i» 
moment of pique, without the slightest 
apparent hesitation, took her own life. 
A few moments before she look the 
pistol from where it was hidden she 
wan, according to the evidence, cheerful 
and in good spirits. None of her com- 
panions, if they aro to be believed, had 
rhe faintest idea that she intended to do 
herself harm, But although she appear- 
ed to be happy there is reason to believe 
that her cheerfulness was only on tin; 
surface. She often, one of her compan- 
ions said, wished herself dead, and the 
circumstance of her keeping the loaded 
pistol concealed ill her room showed 
that she meditated suicide. It may l>e 
that she was disgusted with the life that 
she was loading, that she despised her- 
self, and that she felt that it was im- 
possible for lior ever again to take h 
place among honest women. '•The heart 
knoweth its own bitterness" and many 
who condemned the girl as brazen and 
shameless, and depraved, did not dream 
uf the misery of her inner life. A fallen 
woman is in nine hundred and ninety-nine 
cases out of a thousand an titter wreck. 
She has in this world nothing to live 
lor. Heaven may be merciful to her 
but man ur woman seldom is. Once i>n 
the road that leads to destruction it is 
harder for her than for any oilier sinner 
to turn fepmit. Almost every avenue to 
,i better life is closed against her. She 
sees the linger of scorn always pointed 
at her. She is feared and despised and 
avoided. It is only 11 saint, and a saint 
of the purest and highest type, who can 
treat .1 Magdalene in such a way that 
she ear 'cgiltll in any measure her self- 
respec This is why there are so few 
sincere Magdalenes, and this is why, 
perhaps, the must sensitive of the fallen 



lie Worship Regulation ,A«l. Their 
ground was that the figures tended -t3 
encourage superstitious ideas and devo- 
tions, and were therefore unlawful. The 
law requires the Bishop to take steps to 
determine the matter of the complaint — 
.'unless he shall be of opinion. after con- 
sidering the whole circumstances of the 
case, that proceedings should not be j 
taken on the representation." Ilia Lord- 
ship, availing himself of this proviso, j 
determined that as the figures were such 
as might be used as decorations of a 
Church of England place of worship,] 
these proceedings should go no further. 
Tito four protesters were not 
sntislieil with the decision or 
with the reasons given for it, and 
they applied to the Queen's Bench Di- 
vision for a mandamus to the Bishop to 
reconsider bis decision The judi-'es 
look a long time to consider the matter. 
They Buffered six months to elaii.se be- 
tween the application and their deri- 
sion. When the decision was given it 
was not unanimous. The Lord Chief Jus- 
l iceandMr. Justice Manisty were of opin- 
ion that the words we have quoted 
above did not confer upon the Bishop an 
absolute discretion, enabling him, if be 
thinks tit, to smother at the outset pro- 
euedings commenced under the statute. 
The Huron Pollock was of % contrary 
opinion. He believed that it was en- 
tirely within the power of the Bishop 
to decide whether the proceedings 
should go on or not. Lord Coleridge 
remarked that "It is 'very mischievous 
that men when they w ant honestly to 
try whether this or that practice is 
within the law of their church should 
be mot by the simple will of u Bishop, 
who tells them that the matter shall not 
even be discussed, and that, like 
naughty schoolboys, they must learn to 
obey their spiritual pastors nnd mas 
ters." 

The judges having launched this case 
on the sea of litigation, it is bard to tell 
where it may drift or when it will be 
decided by the proper tribunals whether 
such images or sculptures as we have 
described may bo lawfully erected in n 
cathedral of the Church of England. 
This nnd the Bishop of Lincoln's case 
will give employment enough to English 
ecclesiastical lawyers For some timo to 
conic.

The statistics of suicide are Interest- 
ing. The number of people in each 
country who commit suicide diliera 
very little from year to year. Although 
in some countries more people take 
llieil OWll lives than in others the propor- 

tiouof suicides in thesam mitry is al- 
most uniform. It seems that according 
to the operat ion of some law of which 
little or nothing is known, a given num- 
ber in a million, nay in (ireat Britain, 
!;ill themselves every year. Tbe nuni 
her Tillies in each year very little, one 
year it may be .somewhat more than the 
average, next year it may be 11 little 
less, 

The average number of suicides in 
London is ST in the million, in Xew 
York, For some inexplicable reason, the 
proportion of suicides is considerably 
greater, lu that city it is 144 in th< 
million. This shows that extreme pov- 
erty and the uncertainty ol gaining 
nn honest livelihood do not tempt hi 
suicide as often as is supposed, for it i- 
eusier to gain a livelihood in New York 
than it is in Loudon. In Berlin the 
number of surcides is 17<> to the million, 
but in Vienna it is 287. Who can tell 
why an inhabitant of Vienna is almost 
twice as likely to commit suicide uu a 
citizen of Berlin ? In Paris the pro 
portion is greater than in any of tilt- 
great cities in either Kuropc or America. 
It is then- Il'i! to the million. Then

ill the. early part of the. eloquent dis- 
course, the preacher showed how Christ 
in his memorable answer to those whose 
desire was to entrap him, bad defined 
the good and loyal citizen— the loyal 
citizen would always "bey the laws of 
the city, and the laws of God as well. 

In their obedience to the city laws 
men show whether 01 not they are good 
citizens. 'I'he following is a full report 
of the latter portion of the sermon, 
during the delivery of which the con- 
gregation manifested an interest never 
before so expressed in the church history 
of Victoria. At one point in the dis- 
course " God bless you, it is so", and 
fervent "Aniens" were heard from every 
part of the church, the speakers being 
principally Indies: while t he entire con- 
gregation expressed their approval of 
the words of tho proaohor in. applause 
that, commencing in a murmur, in- 
creased in volume, and swept over tho 
whole church. 

Speaking of obedience of civil laws, 
Rev, Mr. Starr said: ■'Von know bow 
it is among yourselves. You know how 
implicitly you obey tho by-law regard- 
ing the use of the city water tor the 
purposes of irrigation! There is also 
u health by-law requiring the removal 
of tilth and grab-age; and you know just 
how loyal we are 111 regarding it. 

Walking along the strei 
fairly smell the odor of o 
(Smiles.) Especially in tb 
and Chinatown. You smile, my trie 
familiarity with law-breaking lias made 
you conscienceless, lint you see the con- 
sequences, Careless on minor matters 
regarding their own observance of law, 
the respectable people of this commun- 
ity are not keenly alive to the enforce- 
ment of law for the suppression of gigan- 
tic evils. "Well," but you say, "we 
h ive not the power. 'There are no laws 
against these evils." 1 know it. Prac- 
tically speaking, there aro not. No by- 
law against public drunkenness. No 
by-law against public indecency. Xo 
by law against selling liquor on the Sab- 
bath, or Sabbath desecration. These 
gigantic evils stalking theirway through 
the country, ruining characters ami 
blighting homes, and the police* practi- 
cally powerless to stay their strides. 
No laws : Intelligent men sitting on 
the board as aldermen, yet puzzled to 
know just the proper committee to 
which to refer a communication from 
Mr. Justice Crease regarding these 
evils! No law! What then'.' Can 
nothing be done? I'll tell you. my 
friends, tho laws of God are in foreo. 
fall hack Upon them. In the early 
days, the stur;. goes, a company 
of gold hunters I. mim themsolves on the 
west side of tin.

utter and immediate suppression. 

But further: The loyal citizen will 
see to it that only loyal citizens are 
elected to positions of trust and respon- 
sibility. Can a man who engages in or 
countenances these businesses, elected 
to the board of aldermen, bo expected 
to put himself in opposition to them. 
Can a man such as rents his property 
to a saloon, a brothel, or a gambling 
hell, if he has a seat in the council 
chamber, be depended upon to suppress, 
or attempt their . suppression. People 
sometimes complain that the board of 
aldermen do not take steps against 
these evils, but they are hardly 
to be blamed. The majority 
were put where they are just to keep 
these things going. You will never 
hear me condemning them for these 
things so long as they do their duty in 
other respects. Should that be true, 
as I am "told it is true, that they are 
sanctioning the payment of the Band 
for Sunday concerts, and laying aside 
the fact, they are not doing their duty. 
The people to blame for the presence of 
these evils are the people w ho have at 
heart the welfare of the city and the 
moral respectable people of the city. 
Loyalty to the city demands that they 
will not allow men on the board of 
aderiiien who sanction businesses that 
debauch the life of the city. There is not 
a shop or store fir factory in this city 
that does not feol the moral character 
of your city hall. Besides the charac- 
ter of officials in any city atlccts the 
house. Those who attain municipal 
supremacy have an educative influence. 
Even your children feel that influence, 
and whether they shall grow up to good 
citizenship or bad will be determined 
in |)*rt by the character of those who 
are elected to govern in the city.

"1 will show 
you to-morrow," answered the Spartan 
King. The next day he ordered his 
army on parade, and as the soldiers 
comprising it marched by. touching his 
visitor on the shoulder and pointed with 
pride to his troops. The king saitl "there 
go the walls of Sparta, every man a 
brick." Even so the unit of any com- 
munity or fit) is the individual citizen. 
To build up and make a prosperous city 
you have simply to build up the intelli- 
gence and morals and character of the 
social units composing the city. On the 
other hand. To militate against and 
impair the welfare of a c ity you have 
simply to impair the intelligence, the 
moral's, the character of the social units 1 
composing tho city. Anything thai in- 
jures tile citizen and debauches him, in 
jurea the sity. Now then are there any j 
businesses being carried mi in nut city 
that debauch any citizens and nuke 
them law-breakers? What is the gam- j 
bling business, the social evil 
business, the business of making 
opium fiends, the drunkard-making busi- 1 
uess? Are not all these debauching 
businesses? Why, only this morning, as i 
tho result of these businesses, there oc- 
curred a tragedy by which a young 
girl's life has been shortened and a 
stain affixed to a young man's character i 
which will follow him through life. Anil 
I'll say another thing: 1 hope the new r pa 
pers, if they say anything, will nut be' 
deterred from lellug the whole truth 
regarding that tragedy.

MK. STANLEY on ARROW I'OISON, 
Th< letter from Mr. II. M . Stanley 
hieh was read at the meeting of the 
Royal Geographical Society Monday 
last contained an extremely interesting 
reference to the arrow poison employed 
by the natives of the Lower Congo dis- 
trict, ami it afforded a curious insight 
int i the strange perversions of knowl- 
edge by which the advances of civiliza- 
tion are retarded. Mr. Stanley says 
fclmy were much exercised as to what 
might be the poison on the heads of the 
arrows by which Lieut. Stairs und sev- 
er,. I others were wounded, and from the 
ell -.-Is of which four persons died almost 
directly. The mystery was solved by 
finding at Arisibbu several packets of 
dried rod tints. The bodies of these in- 
sects were dried, ground into powder, 
cooked in palm-oil, and smeared mi the 
points of arrows. It is well known that 
formic acid exists in the free state in 
red ants, as well as in stinging nettles, 
and in several species of caterpillars. 
This aeid is, in the pure state, so corro- 
sive that it produces blisters on the 
skin, and hence there is littie ground 
for doubting that it was the "deadly 
irritant by which so many men had 
been lost w ith such terrible suffering. " 
The multitude of curious insects en- 
countered, which rendered theirlives "as 
mi ierable as they could well ho," bears ou! 
Stanley's idea that many similar poisons 
could be prepared from insects. It cer- 
tainly is strange, that with the exuep- 
tionouf can (barbies, and perhaps of hint la 
orien talis, tho insect world is so little 
used t il- a the therapeutics. —Lancet.

The tradegy of » ruined life, in which 
shame und pathos were pitifully blend- 
ed, lurnishod an all-absorbing topic for 
ossips to talk over on Sunday last.

Only another woman 
w ho loving «ot wisely but too well, hail 
made herself all outcast from the world 
of respectability, and living on in gilded 
shame, had laughed and feigned happi- 
ness, until her masked misery becoming 
greater than she could bear, she sent;'

For some time 
she lived in a house of questionable 
character on Douglas street, and then 
became an inmate of a house on 
ISrougllton street, kept by Delia Went 
worth, one of the demi-monde, who 
claims to be the dead girl's half-sister. 

For several months past Edna hail 
Keen subject to tits of melancholy, but 
hut it was never so marked as to excite 
any suspicion. Early on Sunday
